“Iron Man” McGinnity Is
Out of Baseball at Last

Inventor of Famous “Olt_l Sal” Curve Sells Stock in Tacoma Club
and Retires to Private Life—Pitched to Very End, and

Only Cy Young

Excelled Him.

Joe McGinnity, the iron man of base-
tall, and the famous discoverer of “Old
Bal,” 18 finished at inat. In his prime
he was ae popular as Mathewson tn-
day, and "Old Bal' was as well known
as “"Mizs Fadeaway."

He has disposed of his interest in the
Tacoma, Wash., club, and wlill retire.
Joe will be forty-two vears of age
March 18, Last year, at the age ol
forty-one, he pitched in lorty-six gamcs
of ball, ‘inished forty-one of them, and
won twenty. Truly an iron man to the
last.

Joe's career extended over twenty
years—eleven of them he played in the
big leagues. All told he has won 415
cames, and next to 'y Young has won
more games than any other pitcher who
ever lived. Hls greatesf triumphs were
achieved while a member ot the Glants,
In 1904, the iron man topped the pinnacle
of hls muccesseg, pitching forty-three

ames and winning thirty-five of them.

n 1993 hé hurled his good right arm
through fifty contests and won thirty-
onl: c\'::;hﬁ:nihr former year, 1004, thnt;
he won the sobriguet of “lron man.’
During the month of August, in a
drive for the pennant, he pitched and
won three :louble-headers, one against
Bostun, one against Philadelphla, and
one agalnst Brooklyn.

MeGinnity broke into the majors in
190 as & member of the famous Balti-
more National League club. Later he
pluyed with Brooklyn (and helped them
win the pennant), then he came to New
York In 1802 "He obtained his release
from the Gilants In 1908 and becamo
manager of the Newark club in the In-
ternational League. In 1813 he bought
an Interest in the Tacoma team in the
Northwestern League.
strangely, at one tlme this wonderful
athlete imagined himself a fallure as a
ball player. In 1884 he was “canned”
fromi the Kansas City club and was 80
discouraged that the quit the game inid

became o saloonkeeper and for four
years dld not play professional ball

When Joe discoverea and perfecled
“Old Sal,”” he soon became Knows as
one of the great pitchers. It was his
most cffective ball, and batters by the
score were mowed down by him. In
pitehiug this ball he held it as if for
an out-curve.  But he pitched it with
a very deep ungderhund movement, so
his tingera almost touched the exrth of
the pitching mound, 1t was almed jost
below the batter's shoulders, so *hat
sturting from the ground it rose at least
five fteet snd was going up when it
resched hin, At chy smine  time  the
plrcher hud twisted his wrsl inoa pocu-
